Here are the stories told 
by two survivors of the bus 
plunge in Ontario today: + 

Ronald Mortished, 62, of 
Dublin, prominent representa- 
tive of Ireland on international 
organizations: 

“I was asleep when the acci- 
dent happened. Most of the 
other people in the bus were 
sleeping too. 

“The first thing I remem- ‘ 
bered was an explosion fol- 
lowed by what looked like a 
blue flash. ‘Then the bus

“At some stage I realized 
that water was coming into 
the bus. I was sitting on the 
left side of the bus right next 
to the emergency door and I 
tried to open the door but 
couldn't. 

“A fellow behind me pulled 
himself up on the luggage 
rack and shoved his feet 
through the window. He went 
through first and I {ellowed 
him. My head was practically 
under water before I got out, 
and right after the bus was 
full of water. 

“T came to the surface and’ 
saw other people milling about 
in the water and shrieking. 
In the dim light I could see 
the side of the canal and set 
out for it. I just made it be-

There was just the crash, 
and then everybody was 
screaming. I was dozing, 
like most other people, in the 
second seat from the front of 
the bus. Suddenly we were 
in the water, and the water 
was coming in the windows. 
The driver kept shouting, 
“Keep calm, keep calm. 
Everything will be all right.” 
The man next to mé was 
lying across my knees, He 
seemed to be jammed in and 
he was bleeding pretty badly. 
I kicked open the window 
and tried to get him out. I 
couldn't. He died in there. 
I climbed up on the roof 
of the bus, but it sank in the 
water around me. Other 
people were swimming all 
around. I started after them. 
When I reached shore the 
bus had gone under. I could 
still see its lights in the 
water.

Mr. Drew termed the letter 

“one of the mast dishonest com- 
munications I have ever read” 
and said he wants the prime 
minister to say he knew noth- 
ing about it and to miessage all 
troops telling them the Liberal 
party repudiates it. 
‘ “The prime minister knows 
we are not advocating a reduc- 
tion in national defense. What 
we are opposed to is the reck- 
less and very dangerous mis- 
use of funds.” 

Earlier at Ingersoll, Ont., Mr. 
Drew said Canada under a Pro- 
gressive Conservative adminis- 
tration would not “hang on to 
the coattails of Uncle Sam or 
anyone else.”

The German Kaiser’s crown 
and the Kaiser's jewels were not 
involved since they are kept in 
a special museum in Nuernberg.

AVING PROMISED A HALF- 
billion-dollar tax reduction 
which is mathematically impossible, 
Mr. Drew proceeds to distribute it 
generously among the Canadian 
people. He will cut income taxes by 
$400 millions, with increased exemp- 
tions for married and single people. 
That will leave a round hundred mil- 
lions for a cut in sales taxes. The 
only thing wrong with thiS promise 
is that, under Mr. Drew’s policy, 
there could be no savings in govern- 
ment expenditures to distribute in 
tax reductions. On the contrary, 
there would be a large tax increase 
or_a_large deficit. 

It should be unnecessary to point 
out, at this late stage in the cam- 
paign, that Mr. Drew’s proposed cut 
of half-a billion dollars in the na- 
tional budget was based, to the ex- 
tent of three-fifths, on a fallacy. Of 
this total amount he proposed to cut 
the budget $300 millions by eliminat- 
ing the Government’s current rev- 
enue surplus, or “over-taxation.” 
Though there was a surplus of only 
$24 millions last year and there prob- 
ably will be a deficit this year, Con- 
servative candidates are still de- 
nouncing the non-existent surplus 
and promising to hand it back to the 
taxpayers. 

If Mr. Drew is going to cut total 
taxes by $500 millions, as he prom- 
ises, he must cut existing expendi- 
tures by that full amount. If, in- 
deed, the budget already is getting 
out of balance, as seems. likely, a 
tax cut of that' size would involve 
still larger economies or else an un- 
thinkable deficit. 

How does Mr. Drew propose to 
cut expenditures by at least half a 
billion? ‘He does not say. No service

HE ANATOMY OF THE 
world’s dollar problem can be 
seen at a glance in two figures com- 
piled at Washington. Since the end 
of the war the United States has 
loaned or given $38 billions to for- 
“eign nations. In the same period the 
United States has exported $34 bil- 
lions more than it has imported. 

These two figures almost balance, 
and not by accident. When the 
United States exports more than it 
imports it creates a dollar shortage 
of the same dimensions in the world 
at large. By gifts and loans it has 
supplied the world with the dollars 
that the world could not earn by sell- 
ing in the American market. 

Since the aid has somewhat ex- 
ceeded the export surplus, the world 
as a whole has increased its supply 
of dollars by that amount. Otherwise 
the dollar shortage would have be- 
come an economic disaster—not 
alone for Europe but also for the ex- 
porters of the United States, who 
would have lost their foreign 
markets. 

It seems clear now from the 
statements of the late Sen. Taft and 
other Congressional leaders, both 
Republican and Democratic, that the 
long period of American foreign gifts 
is near its end. Mr. Taft said there 
would never be another foreign aid 
bill. after the passage of the greatly 
reduced program. now before .Con- 
gress. 

Europe, therefore, must prepare 
to live, within a year or two, on the 
dollars it can actually earn by sell- 
ing to the United States and other 
dollar countries. 


In recent months the United 


is to be reduced, no measures of so- 
cial security touched. We are asked 
to believe that this full amount can 
be saved by the elimination of waste. 


All right, even assuming that this 
can be done where does that leave 
Mr. Drew's promise? As against 
a saving of half a billion he proposes 
new expenditures, like health insur- 
ance, huge subsidies to farmers and 
many other things that would total 
a billion dollars at the very least. 
The budget then rises by a net 
amount of half a billion, maybe much 
more. Either that amount will be 
covered by heavy new taxes or by 
deficits and borrowing which could 
not continue long without ruinous 
results. 

Undoubtedly Canadian taxes can 
and will be reduced, barring some 
new international crisis, as the de- 
fense program reaches its targets. 
Starting July 1. taxes were reduced 
substantially. But there is a limit 
on such reductions so long as the na- 
tion demands present government 
services and a reasonable measure 
of defense. 

The latest official figures show 
the government suffering a deficit 
between revenue and expenditure in 
June, the month when normally it 
accumulates a large surplus against 
the. heavy bills of later months. At 
this rate the deficit for the whole 
year could be substantial and con- 
front the government with a serious 
budgetary problem by next spring. 

Can such problems be left safely 
in the hands of an opposition party 
which, desperate for votes, cynically 
misrepresents the actual figures and 
distributes huge tax reductions exist- 
ing only in its imagination? 


Trade 


States has actually balanced its 
trade, has imported as much as it ex- 
ported and thus temporarily cured 
the dollar shortage. It is unlikely, 
however, that this balance will con- 
tinue long under existing American 
tariff policies. If American imports 
fall off, even fractionally, or if 
Europe’s exports to America decline, 
a new crisis could quickly develop. 
There will be no permanent cure un- 
til the United States is prepared, as 
a permanent policy, to import as 
much as it exports, or more, since 
it is a crediter nation and its debtors 
can repay only in goods and services. 

It has taken the American people 
a long time to learn this simple and 
obvious fact of economics, which has 
been resisted for several decades. 
But they seem to be learning at last. 


A recent Gallup poll shows 30 per | 


cent of the public in favor of reduced 
tariffs as against 13 per cent who 
would raise them and 21 per cent 
who would leave them unchanged. 

This is a drastic change in opinion 
in a country traditionally protection- 
ist. It offers good grounds for hope 
for President Eisenhower's policy of 
encouraging imports, and for his 
postponed but inevitable struggle. 
with the protectionists of his ‘own 
party. 

Canada, of course, is not immedi- 
ately involved in the dollar shortage 
affecting most of the world. It has 
been steadily accumulating American 
dollars, thanks mainly to its huge ex- 
ports into the American market, a 
market which Canadian Conserva- 
tives, Socialists and Social Crediters 
are never tired of condemning as un- 
profitable and dangerous.

E OCCASIONAL ATTACKS

“Don't jet them take the Thetis Lake Park away from us!” 

That was the appeal reaching this corner this week by 
telephone from many people who love the outdoors and hate 
to hear of public playgrounds being lessened. 

Callers viewed with alarm the report that this city-owned 
natural beauty spot six miles from the city centre was in 

dangers of being sold to private enterprise. 
They would much rather have it turned over 
to the provincial government and maintained 
as a park. 

Mayor Claude L. Harrison favors the 
government park idea but wants it in 
writing what the government will do to de- 
velop the area. : \ 

“We don't want to see another natural 
beauty spot taken away from us,” said 
George “Red” Laird, president of the Vic- 
toria Fish and Game Protective Association 

Thorsen and three-year president of the Island af- 
filiated body. He thinks the Thetis Lakes’ area should be 
turned over to the government “with no strings attached, just 
so we will be assured it will remain a public recreation 
ground.” 

Thetis Lakes have been a good fishing ground for many 
and favorite swimming and picnic grounds for thousands of 
citizens, 

Veteran sportsmen and outdoorman Roger Monteith had 
a few words to say on the subject. 

“The more parks we have the better. We should n¢ver 
put ourselves in a position where these parks can be handed 
to private syndicates. 

“The Thetis Lakes’ ‘eounise is one of the nicest pieces 
of natural country we have in these parts .. . and it should 
be retained for the public,” Monteith told this writer. 

He was just a little afraid that if private interests took 
over the area they might turn it Into a “honky-tonk” set-up. 

“Tt is a beautiful, natural place and I hope the govern- 
ment will take it over,” said sportsman Gordy. Lamont. He 
said he was in complete agreement with Monteith.

Eyewitness Accounts 
Of Bus Tragedy 


By OP and BUP 

Here are the stories told 
by two survivors of the bus ae 
plunge in Ontario today: 

Ronald Mortished, 62, of 
Dublin, prominent representa- 
tive of Ireland on international 
organizations: 

“T was asleep when the acck 
dent happened. Most of the 
other people in the bus were 
sleeping too. 

“The first thing I remem- 
bered was an explosion fol- 
lowed by what looked like a 
blue flash.
